U. N. Session 
Is Gloomy Over 
Viet Nam War

(AP* — The U.N. General As­ 
sembly opens its 21st session 
today 
in 
an 
atmosphere cf 
glcom, with East-West relations 
seriously impaired by the Viet 
Nam war and with little pros­ 
pect of progress on major is­ 
sues . 


The only bright spots were the 
decision of Indonesia to resume 
its U.N. membership after an 
absence of 18 months and an 
indication from U Thant that he 
might continue as secretary* 
general until the end of the year 
H no successor is found in the 
next few weeks. 


Advance agreement assured 
the election without a floor fight 
of Afghanistan's veteran Am­ 
bassador Abdul Rahman Pa- 
zhwak as assembly president 
for the 13-week session. This 
will clear the way for quick or­ 
ganization 
e# 
the 
117-nation 
body. 


Although the Viet Nam war fs 
pci formally on the assembly’s 
jj^enda. it is expected to play a 
major role both in the general 
debate which begins later this 
wojj^epd in the discussions of 
dfcsftr<iiament, outer space law 
A d other issues coining up la­ 
ter In the session. 


In what could be a move to 
put the war before the assem­ 
bly, 
Czechoslovakia 
proposed 
Mondav that the assembly de­ 
bate “the prohibition of the 
threat or use of force in interna­ 
tional relations." 


Solons' Plan To 
Prevent Seaway 
Financial Press 


WASHINGTON <AP> — Con­ 
gressional sponsors of a re­ 
financing plan for the St. Law­ 
rence Seaway contended today 
that a prospective 10 per cent 
toll increase would drive away 
traffic. 


They appealed to a Senate 
Public Works subcommittee at 
the start of a hearing on legis- 
lation to relieve the seaway of 
some ot its financial burden. 


Sen. Walter F. Mondale, D- 
Minn.. said the purpose of the 
biil he has sponsored is to pre­ 
vent the proposed toll increase 
and * \. to place the financing 
and operation of the seaway on 
a sensible footing which will 
end for all time the «upward 
pressure on tolls.” 


The bill would place a flat 
ceiling upon toll rates at levels 
of Jan. 1, 1966. 


More 
important, 
Mondale 
said, it would eliminate all need 
on the part of the St. Lawrence 
Seaway Development Corp. for 
a toll increase, and would in fu­ 
ture years even make it possi­ 
ble for moderation of present 
tolls. 
. Rep. .Henry R. Reuss, D-Wis., 
one of 41 sponsors of a similar 
bill in the House, said the 
seaway got off to a slow start 
and fell behind in its financial 
requirements 
because 
most 
ports were not dredged to the 
seaway depth of 27 feet. 


This year's tonnage, Reuss 
said, will be right on schedule, 
but the seaway is weighted 


down with accumulated Indebt­ 
edness from, seven previous 
shipping seasons when it fell 
short of anticipated tonnage. 


Hie bill would direct the con­ 
version of the revenue bonds of 
the corporation, along with all 
accrued interest, into capital 
stock paying a 3.49 per ‘ cent 
cumulative dividend.

Romney, a potential candi­ 
date for the 1968 Republican 
presidential 
nomination,

The governor indicated the 
meeting 
with 
Marcos 
was 
arranged by mutual consent 
rather than at the urging of 
cither party. 


Marcos spent about four hours 
at the university, flying in from 
Chicago with his wife. He re­ 
ceived 
an 
honorary 
degree, 
spoke to an audience of about 
200 and had lunch with civic 
Mid university leaders. 


While the rest of the official 
party—including Mrs. Marcos 
and Mrs. Romney—toured th% 
campus by bus, Romney and 
Marcos drove off for 
their 
closed-door conference. 


Before the talks. Romney told 
a reporter he wanted to learn 
about the methods employed to 
defeat a group of communist 
rebels on Luzon Island who re­ 
volted against the Philippine 
government about 25 years ago. 


Some 20.000 rebels, known as 
the “Huks,** declared their in­ 
tention to seize the government, 
but the Philippine Army man- 
I aged to defeat the uprising aft- 
! er a bitter campaign.

Romney said the situation in 
I the Philippines at that time 
; closcly paralleled the present 
I war in Viet Nam. 


**They had a similar situa- 
: t»n, and they licked ft,” the 
I governor observed.

Wheeling Steel 
Antitrust Suit 
Is $144 Million 


WHEELING. W. Va. 
AP> - 
Wheeling Steel Corp. filed a $144 
million antitrust suit in federal 
court here Monday, charging 
the Hanna Mining Co. The M. A. 
Ilanna Co. and Cleveland-Cliffs 
Iron Co. with an alleged price 
fixing conspiracy. 


The Wheeling company alleged 
that the defendant firms con­ 
spired for more than 20 years 
to monopolize the Great Lakes 
iron ore market, maintain arti­ 
ficially high ore prices and re­ 
strict both availability of ore 
and entry into the ore business. 


The suit also charges that 
Wheeling Steel was cccrced by 
the three defendant firms into 
unfavorable requirements con­ 
tracts for its procurement of 
ore. 


Wheeling Steel a.iks injunctive 
relief and three times the actual 
damages allegedly suflered, in 
accordance with provisions of 
antitrust statutes.

—America s Surveyor 2 space­ 
craft hurtled toward the moon 
today, aiming to suft-land in the 
middle of its target 
to 
photo­ 
graph 
a 
cratcr-pockcd 
plain 
where 
American 
astronauts 
may walk within three years. 


“We appear to be on a lunar 
trajectory,” the flight control 
center reported 30 minutes after 
launching, but cautioned that 
four to five hours of tracking 
would be required to determine 
tne precise course and what 
corrections might be necessary. 


A 
powerful 
Atlas-Centaur 
rocket raced against the clock 
and thundered away from Cape 
Kennedy at 8:32 a.m. EDT to 
start Surveyor 2 on a 63-hour 
voyage which project officials 
predict will be "a cliff hanger 
all the way." The booster got off 
the ground with less than one 
second to spare. 


Teach Down Thursday 
If all goes well. Surveyor 2 
will reach the moon about 11:28 
p.m. Thursday, and will settle 
gently onto the Sinus Medii— 
Central Bay—« flat but poten­ 
tially rugged plain located in 
the center of the moon’s visible 
face. 


Once there, its revolving cam­ 
era eye is to scout around the 
area to see if it Is a good land­ 
ing spot for American astro­ 
nauts. 


The "cliff hanger** label was 
good right from the beginning 
as the AUes-Centaur just barely 
got off the launch pad on time. 
Another aeven-tenths of a sec­ 
ond and the shot would have 
bean 
ecrubbed, 
the 
launch 
director, Robert Gray, said. 


Hie crew /had only a 36- 
minute period ending just after 
8:2*/*.m. in which to fire the 
rocket to achieve the proper 
course. A bdfcy valve that re­ 
fused to t|jSe had held up the 
count for iftlmost the entire peri­ 
od. 


Fewer Failure 


After the rocket was a minute 
off the pad, the blockhouse lost 
all power because of a momen­ 
tary electrical failure at a relay 
station in Sanford, Fla. Gray 
said had this occurred in the 
final moments of the count­ 
down. the shot would have been 
postponed. 


To adjust for any course er­ 
rors. Surveyor 2 carries a small 
motor which can be triggered 
by ground command. The first

From now until November, political pundits will 
pix>ffer prognostications and ponder the possibilities 
of the upeominir congressional elections. 


Will concern over Viet Nam, inflation and racial 
unrest be translated into significant Republican inroads 
into the Democratic majorities in the House and Senate?

“It takes a 45-man gan^ and 
20 track machines to lay the 
rail,“ Grosso continued. 


The rail is taken from the 
flat cars by attaching it to tiie 
road 
bed with cables, 
then 
simply pushing the train of cars 
out from under it. 


"We have a burro crane that 
picks it up and lays it in tha 
center of the track,” Grosao 
said. “We then proceed to tear 
out the old track, install our 
plates, plug the ties and than 
a speeds wing machine followa 
and sets the rail on the plates.** 
This is followed by spiking 
and anchoring, iie said. 


Joint bars are installed whera 
each quarter mile scction joins 
another. 


Grosst» said eventually every 
stretch of track in the entire

UFO's May Be 
Ants All Aglow 


DENVER, Colo. (A?) 
—Are 
some 
of 
those 
Unidentified 
Flying Objects recently sighted 
over parts of the United States 
merely flyinff ants or otfier in­ 
sects wMi a **fknr** oo? 


Norton T. Novitt, an amateur 
Denver scientist wliose bobby is 
the study of the electric propei^ 
ties of insects. Hunks it’s hi^Uy 
possible. Not necessarily insecti 
with a bualt-in glow, such as 
fireflies, but insects w^ich have 
somehow attracted an eiectrio 
charge so great that Hiey give 
off lights. 


In 20 yjtaa s of UFO saghtang 
reports other scientists 
have 
said the shiny-bodie^ of insects 
might be mistaken during day­ 
light for flying saucer.s. 


But the glowing insect theory 
is orig'inal with Novitt, a scien­ 
tific illustrator w'lth the U.S. 
Geological Survey in Denver. 
And he believes it may account 
for a small part of the 7 per 
cent of UFOs which the Air 
Foixe admits it cannot explain. 


It all started with Novitt three 
summers ago when he was a 
member of a Denver moon- 
watch team, one oi the groups 
of volunteers around the coun­ 
try who help the National Aero­ 
nautics and Space Administra­ 
tion keep track <rf some of the 
large artificial satelll'tes. 


Novitt had set up a telescope 
in a vacant lot to see if he could 
^ t a satellite during daylight. 
He picked up a bright object 
traveling too fast to be a satel­ 
lite. It soon wa.<; joined by a sec­ 
ond 
object. 
Fascinat^, 
he 
watched the two objects de­ 
scend until they nearly reached 
the ground. Taking his eye from 
the telescope he was startled to 
find that the apparent landing 
site was in front of a garage a 
short difcitance away. He hurried 
to the spot and found two 
winged ant^. 


He surmised the bright light 
he had ob.<eivcd was sunlight 
glinting from their iridescent 
bodies. 


Research pi>oduced the fact 
that at certain times of the year 
male aiid female ants sprout 
w;ngs to take part m an air­ 
borne mating ritual. The winged 
aiiL«: gradually sroup together 
into giant swarni.^. some esti­ 
mated to conliin as many as 37 
million, to .set up new ant colo­ 
nies 


He wondt red what these giant 
■warms would lotjk like at night 
f they coiild glow . Perhaps ants 


I could pick 
up en mgh 
static 
eli-ctriiity to make them give 
off light. 


To fjid out he glued 24 sntj» 
around the outside of a plastic 
ball. A static electric geneirator 
was connected to the ball with a 
thin Wirt. The ball was sus- 
pended from the ceiling dl his 
home latoraiory with threads. 


Sure enough, when he cranked 
the generator the entire ball
